SACRAMENTO   Phaa- 
Ing out operation of Cali­ 
fornia's border stations over 
the next five yean, is a goal 
of the state department of 
agriculture, according to Di­ 
rector Richard Lyng. who 
reasons that the stations 
over the past 49 year*, have 
performed their duty in pro­ 
tecting the state from an in­ 
flux of farm pests.

And the reason for with­ 
drawing the rations, is that 
the Job can be done in a 
mort efficient manner with

other prevention activities. 
These contemplate that the 
stations would be replaced 
with a greatly strengthened 
program of Internal survey 
and detection of pests, with 
a much swifter program of 
eradication.

Under the new plan, Lyng 
said the goal would be to 
discover a new pest as soon 
as possible, confine to the 
area of discovery, and at­ 
tempt to eradicate It before 
there is a spread through­ 
out the state.

Of the stations in Califor­

nia, ont, Wood ford's, at- 
ready has been closed, and 
two more, Topai and Long 
Valley, will be closed by Oct. 
31 .The IS other stations 
are located at entry points 
along the California, Oregon, 
and Nevada borders. Thoce 
known best to most North­ 
ern California motorist are 
located at Truckee and 
Meyers. where thousands of 
motorists have undertone 
delay* when returning from 
the Nevada casinos. For 
some years, at these two sta­ 
tion*, examinations of auto­ 
mobiles for pests, if per­

formed at all. have been per­ 
functory, and an apparent 
waste of public money.

As in the case of many an­ 
other government, operation 
for which there Is no longer 
any use. or which can be 
performed better on another 
front, there will be opposi­ 
tion to closing the stations. 
Lyng, however, aside from 
being an exertenced agricul­ 
turists, is a businessman as 
well, and aces no necessity 
for keeping a function oper­ 
ating at public expense when 
it Is no longer needed.

He docs not contemplate 
cutting staff to close the sta­ 
tions, as In the phasing out 
process, it is believed that 
employees can be taken carp 
of in other fields, and posi­ 
tions lessened by normal at­ 
tritions.

"With the tremendous in­ 
crease of traffic into Cali­ 
fornia." he said, "the border 
stations are becoming less 
and less a factor in the war 
against pests The number 
of oars entering California 
will more than double bv 
1981, and border stations

cannot cope with the pros­ 
pective work-load.

"In addition, by 1976. JUKI 
as many people will enter 
California by air as by car. 
and the possibility of exclud­ 
ing pe*ts will become even 
more remote."

When the first border sta­ 
tions were established in 
1920. there wss a danger to 
California crops from an in­ 
vasion of alfalfa weevil from 
Nevada. In those days, there 
were no motels, and travel­ 
ers frequently rolled out on 
blankets in the Nevada alfal­ 
fa fields, picking up the wee­

vils when the beds rolled up.
This problem was handled, 

but others arose, necessitat­ 
ing the extension of the bor­ 
der quarantine stations, 
which now cover almost 
every point of entry Into the 
state.

There Is no question that 
the inspectors at the various 
stations performed a real 
urn ice to agriculture 
through their work over tho 
years, and likewise, there 
appears to be no good ree> 
son why. If the job can be 
done better, that the stations 
shouldn't be closed.

a Pulitzer Prise. The story 
of 'The Green Pastures" is 
the highlight of Ibis book

Based on Roark Bradford's 
"Ol Man Adam an' His Chll- 
lum." the play was a retell­ 
ing of Old Testament stories 
in the Deep South. The Lord 
(Richard H Harrlson), like 
overyone else in the cast. 
was black, which drove somt 
white Christian sealots al­ 
most out of their minds. The 
play never did appear In 
England (although the sub­ 
sequent film did) due to the 
privileges and whims of the 
Loid Chamberlain's censor­ 
ship policy.

Connelly wrote "The 
Green Pastures" with com-

pastlon and pathos. Brooks 
Atkinson called the words 
"Gangway for de Lawd God 
Jehovah." spoken by the 
Angel Gabriel, "the greatest 
entrance cue In modern 
drama." Whether 'The 
Green Pastures" would play 
in today's highly volatile cli­ 
mate IK debatable, and Con­ 
nelly does not comment on 
that.

He does comment briefly 

on t o d a y's playwrights, 
whom he finds are often too 
strident, who offer leu per- 
suasion than clamor. They 
exploit the theater, this 
voice from another age suc- 
gests, rather than serve it. 
Connellv reminds his young­ 
er colleagues that the thea­ 
ter is "a place for implica­ 
tion, not polemics ... It is 
twisted out of shape when 
someone tries to make It a 
lecture platform, a pulput 
or a soapbox." Yet 70 years 
after the theater first filled 
Marcus C. Connelly with 
wonder and delight, he be­ 
lieves the theater is "the 
best social instrument man 
has ever devised ... the 
scope of its observation is 
llmktleM."
